Tar political crisis in Japan hos now 
assumed a very interesting phase. Primarily 
it is.a ‘struggle between the remaining 
. Yepresentatives of feudal times, commonly 


’ known as the Elder Statesmen, and the 


leadera of New Japan, who base thoir posi- 
” tion on the Constitution... The former party 
hes the wr of the Empreoz and is 
‘apparently eble to secure an Imperial Edict, 
to enabia itto carry on its plans, whenever 
it requires one; the latter party founds its 


- strength on the people, in whose hands lies 


the salection of the representatives in the 
‘Diet. ‘The former party has a vory efficient 
‘leader in Prince Karavea, the Prime 
Minister, whose resourcefulness in dealing 
‘with such orises is well known; the latter 
party bas many leaders, but none of such 
super-eminent talents as to command full 
-allegiance. * At present Prince Katsura 
has no following in thé’ House of Represen- 
tatives, the National Party, which com- 


‘mands the majority, being entirely opposed 


‘to him, and the smaller Popular Party 


“divided im-opinion.” The object of the. 
.. Opposition, is to ‘pass. a vote.of want of 


Confidence in the Ministry, so as to compel 
Prince Kamvza to appeal tothe country, 


- &! 


the object. of Princo Karavna is to avert: 
any such act-until he has gathered round 
hin. his supportere, The Prime Minister 
has scored tho first point in ‘the. atruggle. 
The Diet was convened for the 21st January. 
Prince Katsura waited till the last moment, 
and then when it was quite certain that & 
yote of want of confidence would be intro- 
duced, he ‘obtained an Imperial Edict, 
suspending the Diet till the 4th of February. 
This, it appears, was m perfectly legal. act 
under the Constitution, although very 
exceptional. ‘The ostensible reason for the 
suspension was that tho preparation of the 
Budget was not completed; the real reason 
fa given as 0 desire om the part of the 
Prime Minister to gain ‘time to, carry 
out. a scheme he bas in view, which 


<|to those of foreigners, who are used . to 
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ja the formation of a new political party 
under his leadewhip. The cage with which 
political parties in Japan come into snd 
pass out of existence has often been noted 
by foreign obsorvers. ‘In-the past it has 
only svemed necessary to find o name for 
the party and to issue a programme couched 
in high-sounding phrases to saure 
adherents. Tho fact is that party govorn- 
ment is as much in its infancy in Japan aa 
it is in China, ao that all parties are con- 
stantly tending to split up and form new 
combinations on the very slightest ground, or 
often on what seam no grounds at all. Prince 
Karsvna ia therefore by no means unduly 
optimistic in proposing to establish a new 
party. As to its programme, this is not 
of much iusporiance. Political programmes 
in Japan are notoriously vague, though 
perhaps not so vague to Japanese ears as 


downright utterances. If the reports are 
correct, Princo Karstnxa will endeavour t 
out the ground ‘away from under tho feet 
of the National Party by pledging the new 
party to the mupport of the Constitution. 
There will thon be the: curious anomaly of 
a party pledged to observe the Constitution 
Ip by & politician who has obtained more 
Imperial Edicis to upset the Constitution 
than any statesman living. Presumably 
Prince Kawavea did not think his new 
party would be fully formed ‘before 
the Diet meets again. He probably 
desires to get a nucleus together, to 
declare his budget and then appeal to 
the country, It bas been anggested, how- 
ever, that even if a vote of want of confid- 
édee is passed in the Ministry, Prince 
Karevra will not think. it necessary to 
resign. Strange as this may seem it is not 
utterly impossible. There have been acca- 
sions in the past where a Ministry has 
appealed to the Imperial power to over- 
tide the Opposition, and it’ is. certain 
that Princa Karavea would not hesi- 
tate to take this step, if he found himself 
pressed. As‘ matter of fact the appeal” to 
the Eaprror in such matters is more or 
lesa a formality. In Japan to-day, as in the 
Japan of feudal times, the Emparor doos 
what his senior statesmen, more especially 


what the military section, tell hie to do, . 


and as Prince Katavea has been enrolled 
among the senioratatesmen andis, moreover, 
4 member of the military section, he is in 
‘the position of virtual ruler. Tho only 
danger lies in the nearness of the breaking 
point, for, with the spread of education and 
the influence of foreign ideas, it ia obvious 
the present artificial system cannot be 
maintained very much longer. The popular 
will must ultimately prove too strong to be 


silenced, and wise statesmenship will be 
shown in yielding to it before it becomes 4 
passion. It is probable, however, that Priace 
Karavna will win this time, and thia in 
spite of the heavy burden of taxation, 
which is the strongest foe the Government 
has to contend against.

ANOTHER REVOLUTION IN

A wire from, Mexico City states that the 
army has revolted and taken possession of 
the National Palace and the principal 
public buildings. Tho President's brother 
has been taken prisoner. 
. Alster message from Mexico reports that 
the rebels have .released Felix Diaz, the 
nephew of the ex-President.

| THE DRY DOCK “DEWEY.” 
. eas: 
| EXPENSIVE CORROSION. 


- The Manila Tunes says :—The report of 
the board appointed at Olongapo ‘to 
examine into the condition of the dry 
dock Dewey has ben: received by the 
navy Jepartment in Washington, and is 
the cause of considerable worry to the 
authorities on account of the oxtra- 
ordinary conditions it’ reports. The 
dock, the first cout of which was 
$1,143,595.68, ecriged at Olong 
Tuly 10th, 1906, and in 1907 was self-dack- 
ed and found to \ba. in’ good condition. 
However, in Decembor, 1908, it was agein 
gelf-ducked and the condition reported 
bad, corrosion having started in the 
interior tanks. 
_ *At onee a large. force of men was put 
to work chipping and painting, an 
average of 300 Filipinos being constantly 
engaged in this work. Despite the con- 
stant efforts of the force, the rust and 
corrosion made rapid gains and boards 
were at various times convened for the 
purpose of testing and reporting on 
paints and preparations for preerving 
tho metals. Seven different kinds of pre- 
parations have been tried, but none of 
these seem to be able to protect the dock 
against the action of the water. The 
department suggested that ex eriments 
be made to ascertain whother thew were 
any -peculiar local disturbances, or 
electric action. which could account for 
the trouhle, but exhaustive tests found 
nothing exceptional in the waters of. 
‘Olongapo bay or of Cavite. The depart- 
ment, as a last resort, has. sent oub a 
large supply of. bitumastic solution 
(biturine) which is now® being tried out. 
The average annual cost for the upkeep 
of floating docks in other parts of the 
world. is about one per cent. of first cost, 
while the ewe, haa cost over 21-2 per 
cent,, and .even then the preservation 38 
not complete or -perfect. About’ $30,000 
annually has. been spént on this dock, 
which sum has at no time been sufficient 
to keep up with tho rapid deterioration, 
and in order to get the dock ones more 
in fair condition it will require about 


Told. Lf these amounts are available it is 
presumed that then the work of preserva- 
tion can be successfully carried on with 
an annual appropriation of $45,000. In 
case the larger amounts are not secured 
the annua) appropriation will not be of 
mich avail, as it is only sufficient for the 
general upkeep, leaving untouched the 
rust and corrosion of the former years. 
Fren with ample funds there will be 
sorne difficulty in the way, on account of: 
the fact that the work is very disagreeable 
and trying, and lebourers are reluctant

It has frequently 
happened that it was impossible to secure 
the necessary labour and as a result, 
deterioration made signal gains. . 

Jt is not thought likely that any radical 
action will be taken in the matter until 
receipt of a report on the vyaluo_ of 
bituinr ws a presirvative, and if this 
proves unfavourable the authorities are ™ 
at a loss to know what to try next.
